Sewyer pub licly apolo- 
flae for hia criticism of Hoover. 
Instead of apologizing. Gov. Sawyer has 
tntenslfied his criticism and written Hoover 
a letter asking for detailed proof that the 
FBI chief had caught any m em b en of the 
underworld “skhnmlng” - illegaUy pocket­ 
ing part of the U a Vegas gamb ling ta k e - 
for the purpose of financing underworld 
crime. 
Sawyer’s criticism of Hoover puts him in 
a unique position. So far, no other pub lic 
official except Solicitor General Thurgood 
Marshall has had the guts to take on the 
72-yiir-old FBI chief who keepe the aecret 
filet of all government officials and has 
the power to investigate them. 
The Solicitor General stood up in the Su­ 
preme Court on June IS to report the fact 
that Hoover had b een using listening de­ 
vices indiscriminately and without authority 
from the Attorney General for an undis­ 
closed numb er of years.

This spirit of kinship with 
America was the theme of a 
recent meeting of 25 top Japa­ 
nese and 25 American b usiness­ 
men at Palm Desert. Calif. 
A Japanese steel executive, 
for example, commented re­ 
peatedly that "you (America) 
are the teacher, we are the pu- 
pil.” 
American 
b usinessmen 
lis­ 
tened with politeness matching 
that of the Japanese. But they 
no longer considered valid the 
leacher-student relationship. 
Rudolph Peterson, president 
of the Bank of America, put it 
this way: "The respect is mu­ 
tual now. Don’t think we don’t

Japanese and American b usi­ 
nessmen now conduct what has 
b een called the greatest trans­ 
oceanic trade ever transacted 
b etween two nations. Importing 
and exporting more than $4 b il­ 
lion of goods a year. 
Japan must, in fact, trade or 
die. It has few raw materials. It 
must import 20 per cent of its 
food need.s, and this includes 
alfalfa to feed its cows and nee 
for its people.

Despite these ob stacles, Japa­
